Uncle Sanfs First 
Call to t^e Young 
Manhood of Nation 


More Than Half of the Young Men Ex- 
pected to Make Enrollment Had 
Done So by 2 o'Clock. 


NO SIGN Of RESISTANCE IS E 


Fcrrt "Wayne young men are showing a hearty response to the 
first step required in the Call to the Colors. 


More than half of those expected to register for conscription in 
the city had signed their cards before 2 o'clock. 
More than 4,000 young men had 


registered, including those who 
had sent cards from other cities, 
shortly after 1 o'clock, Tuesday 
afternoon. 


About one-third of the young 
men who are signing up for con- 
scription are claiming exemptions. 
In some precincts less than one- 
tenth of tliose registering have 
asked to be excused from the fir- 
ing line. About 300 colored inen 
have registered. One-fifth of the 
negroei: have asked exemption. 


No Show of Disorder. 


At no time during the day has there 
been the slightest sign of disorder. No 
plans for " d r a f t riots" have yet been 
disclosed in Fort Yayne. Police, who 
were told to patrol with special vigil- 
ence the region of the registration cen- 
ters, report that all has been enthus- 
iasm and apparent national loyalty as 
the young men entered the drafting 
quarters and returned to the streets 
ifter signing their cards. 


The spirit of Fort Wayne young men 
was that of registering early. 
There 
was a rush upon the polls at 7 o'clock, 
the opening hour. 
Registration clerks 
could not take care of the young men 
promptly, so great was the jamb. 
At 
the noon hour, there was a long line 
of 
men 
waiting outside 
the 
polling 
places. 


3fany Cards Filed. 


More than 1,200 Fort Wayne men, 
already had registered in other cities 
and 
their 
cai-ds 
received 
and 
pre- 
pared for distribution to the various 
precincts, Tuesday morning. 
At least 
that number of non-residents, mostly 
men who work hei-e and claim resi- 
dence elsewhere, had registered 
with 
the city clerk on Monday evening.

City Attorney Guy Colerick was a 
busy m a n 
Tuesday. 
He 
maintained 
his headquarters in the city clerk's of- 
fice. 
To him came all the complicated 
questions relating to residence and lo- 
cating of the proper registering places. 
He was also called upon to supply ex- 
tra cards for the precincts which ran 
short of materials. 


To the thirty-one precincts had been 
furnished 6,800 registration cards be- 
fore Tuesday morning. 
By noon Tues- 
day, 200 more cards had been sent out. 
Calls were coming in for more. 
It is 
expected that more than 8,000 cards 
will go f r o m the city clerk's office be- 
fore nightfall.

The Primer of Registration. 


The war departmeht's 
registration 
primer readily shows this.

United States, including

guard 
and 
national 
guard 
reserve 


recognized by the militia bureau, the 
navy, the marine corps, coast guard, 
naval militia, naval reserve force, ma- 
rine corps, reserve and national naval 
volunteers recognized by the navy de- 
partment.

Where—In your home precinct. 
How—Go in person to the registra- 
tion of your home precinct; if sick, 
send a competent friend.

NO PEACE EXCEPT 


ON REPARATIONS 


The German Naval Base at 
Ostend is Bombarded 
by Warships. 


London, June 5.—A German de- 
stroyer has been sunk and another 
damaged in a running fight be- 
tween six German destroyers and 
Commodore Tyrwhitt's- squadron, 
the admiralty announces. 


The German naval base at Os- 
tend on the Belgian coast, has 
been bombarded by British war- 
ships, the admiralty announces. 
The British forces were undam- 
aged. 
The text of the admiralty 
announcement reads: 


"The vice~admiral at Dover reports 
that the enemy naval base and work- 
shops at Ostend were heavily 
bom- 
barded in the early hours this morn- 
ing. 
A large number of rounds were 
fired 
with good results. 
The 
enemy 
shore batteries returned our 
fire 
but 
our bombardment forces suffered 
damages. 


"Commodore Tyrwhitt also reports 
that early this morning a 
force of 
light 
cruisers 
and 
destroyers 
under 
his command sighted six German de- 
stroyers and 
engaged 
them 
at 
long 
range in a running 
fight. 
One of the 
enemy destroyers, the S-20, was sunk 
by our gunfire and 
another 
severely 
damaged. 
Seven survivors from the 
S-20 have been picked up and 
made 
prisoners. 
There were no casualties 
onour side." 


BRITISH OFFICIALI REPORT. 


London, June 5.—Only minor opera- 
tions are reported 
from 
the 
British 
front in France. 
Following is today's 
official announcement: 


"Hostile raiding parties were driven 
off last night southeast of Lens and 
south of Armentieres. 
A number of 
the enemy dead were left in front of 
our lines. 
Successful raids in which w* 
captured several prisdners were m a d * 
by us last night south and 
east 
of 
Ypres." 


LITHUANIAN COUliClL.

French Basis of Peace De- 
fined for Russia and All 
Democracies. 


Paris, J u n e 5.—(1:50 a. m.)—By a 
vote of 453 to 55, the chamber of dep- 
uties in secret session has adopted a 
resolution declaring that peace condi- 
tions must include the liberation 
of 
territories occupied by Germany, the 
return of Alsace-Lorraine to 
France 
and just reparation for damage done 
in the invaded regions. 
The resolution 
which was accepted by the government, 
also favors the creation of a league of 
nations for the maintenance of peace. 
The secret session, 
which 
was 
ad- 
journed from Saturday continued all 
yesterday afternoon and evening until 
midnight. 


Resolutions Are Read. 


When the doors were thrown open 
to the public shortly after midnight, 
President Paul Deschanel read 
four 
resolutions which had been submitted. 
One was drawn 
by Deputies 
Klotz, 
Charles and Dumont, representing the 
opinion 
of the 
majority group, 
the 
other three were pi-esented by differ- 
ent sections of the socialists. 
The first 
resolution which was accepted by the 
government reads: 


"The chamber of deputies, the direct 
expression of the sovereignty of the 
French people, salutes the Russian and 
other allied democracies and endorses 
the unanimous protest which the rep- 
resentatives of Alsace-Lorraine, 
torn 
f r o m France against their will, have 
made to the national assembly. 
It de- 
clares that it expects from the 
war 
imposed upon Europe by the aggres- 
sion of Imperialist Germany, the re- 
turn of Alsace-Lorraine to the mother 
country, together with liberation 
of 
invaded territories and just reparation 
for damage. 


For League of Nations. 


" F a r removed from all thoughts of 
conquest and enslavement it expects 
that the efforts of the armies of the 
republic and 
her allies will secure, 
once Prussian militarism is destroyed.

Indianapolis, Ind., J u n e 
5.—Regis- 
tration moved swiftly and smoothly in 
Indiana today, according to reports re- 
ceived here this morning. 
Practically 
every registration place in Indianapo- 
lis was crowded with young men dur- 
ing the first two hours. 
Especially was 
this true in the negro section. 


In many cities of the 
state 
young 
women pinned khaiil a r m bands to the 
sleeves of the men as they were reg- 
istered. 
Buglers, on horse back, rode 
through the streets of some cities at 
5:30 o'clock, arousing the citizens to 
registration day. 


Jesse Eschbach, 
state 
conscription 
officer at the state house, received a 
telephone report from Brown 
county 
that the sheriff had been unable to 
distribute 
the 
registration 
supplies, 
and that the men had been unable to 
reach the registration places in some 
parts of the county because of high 
water. 


"This is a national emergency and 
registration must be carried out today 
if the men have to go to the registra- 
tion places in a boat or swim," Mr. 
Echbach told the Brown county man, 
adding, "It cannot be stopped by high 
water."

Joliet, 111., J u n e 5.—Serious rioting 
among convicts at the state prison here 
broke out this morning. 
Five build- 
ings were set on 
fire. 
Companies E 
and F, of the First Illinois infantry, 
now in federal serv^cu and encamped 
near here, were called to assist the 
guards in 
quelling 
the disturbance. 
The penitentiary is on the outskirts of 
the city. 
Three fire companies which 
responded to the alarm met opposition 
from the convicts, who used bricks and 
tools stolen from the implement house 
as weapons. 
There were some knives 
a m o n g them also. 


Big Mob in Revolt. 


The buildings fired were the rattan 
and chair factories, which are of con- 
siderable size, the chapel, oil 
house 
and lumber 
shop, which 
are small 
structures in the big enclosure. There 
aré about 1,200 convicts and the sit- 
uation.soon got beyond the control of 
the fifty guards. 


A. LI. Bowen, temporary 
warden, 
telegraphed to Gov. Lowden for mili- 
tary assistance. 
For some time there 
have been reports of lax discipline at 
the prison and conditions were 
the 
subject of a recent investigation by a 
legislative committee. 
Warden 
Zim- 
mer resigned some time ago voluntar- 
ily to accept another position In Chi- 
cago. 
His successor has not been ap- 
pointed and Mr. Bowen has been act- 
ing temporarily. 


Angered by Order. 


Yesterday, in the interests of disci- 
pline, he instructed that hereafter no 
visitors except relatives would be ad- 
mitted to the grounds. 


Anger at the order first made itself 
apparent at breakfast today. 
Dishes 
were hurled at the guards, tables over- 
turned and the convicts surged into the 
grounds, shouting and making threats.

Big Army in the Work. 


Department of justice officials said 
today that at a low estimate, an a r m y 
of 100,000 federal, state and local em- 
ployes are enforcing the registration 
law throughout the country. 
The en- 
tire corps of special agents of the de- 
partment are concentrating their en- 
ergies on the work and have special 
instructions to immediately arrest any 
one attempting to interfere with regis- 
tration or seeking to persuade others 
to evade registration. 
Offenders, un- 
der these instructions, will bo taken 
promptly before federal commission- 
ers or other officials for hearing. The 
government 
has 
instructed 
these 
agents 
to call in the assistance, if nec- 
essary, of any federal, state or local 
authorities Avherever trouble may de- 
velop. and the entire government ma- 
chinery is at their disposal for en- 
forcement of the law.

Besides the special agents, police de- 
partments of all the cities, the Ameri- 
can 
Protective league, with organiza- 
tions in 300 cities, all postmasters and

T H E DAY IX CHICAGO. 


Chicago, June 5.—Basing his calcu- 
lation on the first meagre reports from 
a few scattered precincts out of more 
than 2,000 in the city of Chicago, City 
Clerk Egan estimated that half the 
conscription registrations would be on 
the books by noon. 
He predicted the 
total number would be about 230,000. 
Out of 180 names first registering in 
ten scattered precincts 92 claimed ex- 
emption, mostly on grounds 
of

pendents. 
The city was quiet 
early 
despite its great foreign 
population. 
The first opposition was reported from 
47th street in a store across from 
a 
polling place. 
This store, according to 
complaint received by Mr. Egan, dis- 
played a placard reading "Do not reg- 
ister claim exemption."

ment of Justice was notified.

two extra registrars were pressed into 
service.

The thunder of the British guns in- 
creases day by day in volume while 
trench raids and other feintlngs for 
positions multiply in number. 


The most interesting feature In tM^ 
meager official reports Is the repeated 
announcement of a tremendous artil- 
lery duel In progress around. the-llttla 
Belgian village of Wytschaete. about 
five miles south of Ypree. 
Prom this 
point as far south as the famous Vimy 
Ridge, thirty miles away, the guns ara 
roaring day and night, apparently in« 
dicating that General Halg has chosen 
this wide sector for his next big blow.

MUCH ATTENTION 


Mothers Through Tear Be- 
dimmed Eyes See Their 
Boys March. 


Almost 
the 
entire 
population 
of 
Fort Wayne turned out Monday eve- 
ning to see six thousand marchers in 
the honor parade which was given for 
the boys of 1917. who on Tuesday 
marched singly 
to 
the 
registration 
polls Tuesday with the thought. "Here 
I am Uncle Sam, take me for what 
I am worth." 


Fort 
Wayne's 
demonstration 
on 
Monday evening has 
heretofore 
not 
been equalled. 
The parade with men 
marching four and eight abreast and 
but three feet apart was sixteen blocks 
in length and as the 
first 
division 
reached the court house on Calhoun 
the last division had just started. 


Among the delegations 
from 
the 
various wards and precincts slogans 
which have won wars for the Stars 
and Stripes were portrayed while sev- 
eral ward and precinct leaders showed 
more individuality ana exhibited new 
bnes. 


Those who watched the procession 
were filled with a 
sense 
of sadness. 
Many a mother as she wended her way 
through the throng Monday evening 
to the first ranks to see "her boy" 
march by, saw a large part of the 
demonstration through tear bedimmcd 
eyes. 


Thousands of Flags. 


Many of the 
marchers 
exhibited 
flags of various 
sizes 
and 
brought 
forth applause from the throngs con- 
gregated on the sidewalks along the 
line of march. 


The parade was headed by Grand 
Marshal Dr. A. G. Emrick and his staff 
consisting of E. G. Hoffman, August 
Borgan an^ H. C. Neilsburg. 
The Cit- 
izens' band led the procession follow- 
ed by the military units. Company E, 
First Indiana infantry and Batteries 
D and B and Company B. signal corps, 
headed by Lieutenant Kuhns. 


More Than 400 Women. 


Immediately 
after these 
national 
guardsmen came the four hundred or 
more young women who on Tuesday 
served at the registration places and 
pinned honor badges on all men of the 
conscription ages. 
This bohy of girls 
headed by Mrs. J. H. Gilpin, was near- 
ly two squares in length. 
Uniformly 
dressed in white with a large red cross 
across the entire front portion of the 
dress and the white head gear %vith 
a small red cross on the forehead, 
they attracted much attention. 


The Red Cross society representa-

to battle for world-wide liberty. 


"This demonstration is the climax of 
the wonderful record of Fort Wayne 
which has been made since the very 
declaration of war. 


"We have only one life. Most of us 
are selfish.

CALL TO THE YOUNG

As each man registers today he will 
be numbered and at a later" time the 
numbers will t)e ciiosen for service by 
lot. Not until then will any man know 
whether he has been drawn for the 
first increment of 650,000 men who 
probably will be called to the colors, 
for training early in September be- 
fore they go to 
the battlefields of 
northern France or the trenches of 
outraged Belgium. 


After the men have been drafted, 
the question of exemptions will come 
up to be decided by fair and Impartial 
boards. 
They will determine whether 
physical or mental defects debar a man 
from service ,or whether the depend- 
ents of others upon him, or the coun- 
try's need of him in civil life make it 
necessary to exempt him from service 
at the front. In the meantime, today's 
duty is registration. 
The long arm of 
the federal law is reaching out to seize 
those who seek to evade this first duty 
to which all have been called and those 
who by counsel or influence seek to 
prevail upon others to shirk it. 


Concentration on Work. 
The department of justice, for the 
time being, has put aside all other 
work: the great machinery of the fed- 
eral government has been 
concen- 
trated today upon enforcement of the 
law. 
Citizens have been called upon 
as individuals and vigilance commit- 
tees to report any violations of the 
law; and while the machinery of the 
free national elections is being utilized 
to accomplish the registration, the en- 
tire fabric of the civil government is 
being employed to see that it is done. 


Of the approximately ten million 
men who are registering today the cen- 
sus bureau estimates that about 4,500,- 
000 are married and about 5,500,000 
are single.

Complete Returns Wanted. 


The war department has instructed 
precinct and county oflicials not to 
transmit any Incomplete returns to the 
governor of their states. It will there- 
fore be 9 o'clock tonight before the 
first precinct returns In the eastern 
states Is complete, and it will be mid- 
night, Washington time, before the 
precincts are 
closed 
on 
the Pacific 
slope. 
Then more time must elapse 
while these returns are being trans- 
mitted to the state capitals. 
The gov- 
ernors have been instructed not to 
transmit any partial returns of their 
states to Washington but to hold all 
returns for a complete report. 
That 
will entail another delay. 
The com- 
plete returns from any county will be 
available for local public knowledge, 
the complete returns for a state will 
be available for public knowledge first 
at a state capital and then In Wash- 
ington. 
For this reason that partial 
returns will be misleading, and possi- 
bly do grave injustice to some patriot- 
ic community, war department offi- 
cials have appealed to all newspapers 
to publish nothing but complete re- 
turns for comparison with the official 
estimate of what the registration for 
given localities should be. 


£ a c h Man Responsible. 


As the day passes, all employers of 
labor are expected to make provision 
for men to register if their hours are 
such that they could not do so in any 
other way. 
Bach 
individual 
is 
re- 
sponsible for his registration, no mat- 
ter what its personal inconvenience or 
cost. Any Interference with his regis- 
tration will be punished by law. 
No 
man of the registration may leave the 
United States before nine o'clock to- 
night. 


When the registration precincts close 
tonight, 
officials believe 
practically 
every man will have done his duty, and 
that it will be shown that the anti- 
registration propaganda which has ap- 
peared during the last few days—dan- 
gerous though it may be—is not so 
widespread as may have been supposed 
and that it has had a comparatively in- 
significant effect upon the American 
people when compared to the magnl- 
tude of the duty it has sought to at- 
tack. 


It is pointed out that peace time elec- 
tions are not without disorders here 
and there. 
It would not be strange if 
the registration of ten million men for 
army duty in a nation composed of the 
blood of all other nations should be ac- 
companied by some demonstrations of 
disapproval. All officials are confident, 
however that these will be sporadic and 
not representative and of no wide- 
spread Importance.

Washington, D. C., June 5.—The 
council of national defense (advisory 
section) has become the biggest buy- 
ing agency in the United States, and 
probably 
in 
the 
world. 
War pur- 
chases, with few exceptions, are made 
by this body which is handling con- 
tracts aggregating billions of dollars. 


Three entire floors in the Munsey 
building have been taken over and a 
force 
of 
business men and clerical 
helpers numbering several hundreds 
work day and night at top speed. 


The council of national defense con- 
sists of the secretaries of war, navy, 
treasury, interior and agriculture. The 
advisory commission of the council of 
national defense is all the rest of It. 


The five cabinet officers have all the 
power under the law, but the advisoi-y 
organization Is doing all the work and 
practically exercising all power. 


The advisory organization recom- 
mends its members serve without pay 
except expenses of office administra- 
tion. What they do has no effect until 
one of the cabinet officers signs the 
papers. 


When the papers are signed the 
government has entered into a con- 
tract. 


To illustrate, the government is in- 
tending to build sixteen cantonments 
or camp cities for the new army. Sev- 
eral billion feet of lumber are needed. 
Does the government in open market 
advertise for bids? 
No. 


The matter is referred to the lumber 
committee of the advisory commission, 
council of national defense. 


This committee is made up of the 
most prominent men of the lumber 
trade. 
The latter, in their offices In 
the Munsey building, decide how much 
the government ought 
to 
pay 
per 
thousand for lumber and all other de- 
tails connected with the transaction. 
Including delivery and payment. They 
%vrlte this into a contract and send it 
to the quartermaster general for his 
signature. 
He 
affixes 
the 
rubber 
stamp, appends his initials! and lum- 
ber delivery begins. 


The same Is true of the cement, oil, 
roofing and paving contracts, purchase 
of shoes and clothing for the army, 
aluminum and copper for the navy, 
and so on through a list of articles 
as numerous as the names in a post- 
office guide. 


Everything is left to the honor of 
the big business men of the United 
States. 


On the advisory committee of the 
council of national defense are such 
men as Julius Rosenwald of Sears- 
Roebuck Co.. Barney Baruch of Wall 
street, Howard Coffin of the Hudson 
Motor Co. and other leaders In finance 
and industry. These men are on honor 
not to cheat the American public on 
army contracts. 


There Is no inspection to prevent 
cheating. 
The check of competition 
has been abandoned owing to the need 
for doing big things rapidly. 


The coffers of the public are open 
and nothing but the highest sense of 
honor of the big business men who 
have been called upon to put patriot- 
Ism above selfishness protects the pub- 
lic from graft. 


A PATRIOTIC SUPPORT.

The universal service and selective 
conscription bill was put through con- 
gress despite the opposition of titular 
leaders of the dominant party in both 
houses. A party which is so organized 
that it lacks

Then fill them with cold 
water, seal up air tight and the fruit 
will keep for any number of months 


"Stand the .lars upside down befo'o 
putting them away in a cool dark place 
—if no water escapes they are all right. 


"When opened for use, pour off the 
water and use like fresh pie plant, but 
to sweeten it you will not need more 
than half the amount of sugar ordinar- 
ily required as the water draws out 
some of the acid. 


"This method is as sure as it is sim- 
ple if directions are carried out care- 
fully and the fruit will be found to 
equal fresh pie plant." 


"We like rhubarb made into 'little 
pies.' " said another woman present. 
"When we make a pie almost alwayc» 
there is some crust left over. 
This is 
rolled out and shaped over the bottoin 
of mufCin pans.

LANE TELLS 
WHYWEHGHT 


Secretary of the Interior 
Summarizes Reasons 
for the War. 


TO SAVE AMERICA 


FOR DEMOCRACY 


Powerful Presentation of the 
Case Against German 
Government. 


Washington, June 
5.—(2.000)—On 
the eve of war registration day, Sec- 
retary Lane made a speech before the 
Home club of the interior 
depai't- 
ment last night in which he address- 
ed a word to those who have not seen 
clearly the reason for the country's 
call upon its young men, and in ring- 
ing sentences answered the question, 
"Why are we fighting Germany?" 


America is at war, Mr. Lane said, 
in self-defense and because she could 
not keep out; she is at war to save 
herself with the rest of 
the 
world 
from the nation that has linked itself 
with the Turk and adopted the method 
of Mahomet, setting itself to make the 
world bow before policies backed by 
its organized and scientific military 
system. 


"Tomorrow 
is 
registration 
day," 
said the secretary. 
"It is the duty of 
all, their legal as well as their pa- 
triotic duty, to register if within the 
class called. There are some who have 
not clearly seen the reason for that 
call. 
To these I would speak a word. 


"Why are we 
fighting 
Germany? 
The brief answer is that ours is a war 
of self-defense. 
We did not wish to 
fight Germany. 
She made the attack 
upon us; not on our shores, but on our 
ships, our lives, our rights, our fu- 
ture. 
For two years and more we 
held to a neutrality that made 
us 
apologists for things which outraged 
man's common sense of fair play and 
humanity. 


Offenses to the World. 
"At each new offense—the invasion 
of Belgium, the killing of civilian Bel- 
gians, the attacks on Scarborough and 
other defenseless towns, the laying of 
mines in neutral waters, the fencing 
off of the seas—and on and on through 
the months we said: 'This is war— 
archaic, uncivilized war, but war. All 
rules have been thrown away; all no- 
bility; man has come down to the 
primitive brute. 
And while we can- 
not justify we will not intervene.. 
It 
Is not our war.' 


."Then why are we in? 
Because we 
could not keep out. 
The invasion of 
Belgium, which opened the war. led 
to the invasion of the United States 
by slow, steady, logical steps. 
Our 
sympathies evolved into a conviction 
of self-interest. 
Our love of fair play 
ripened into alarm at our own peril. 


"We talked in the language and in 
the spirit of good faith and sincerity, 
as honest men should talk, until we 
discovered that our talk was construed 
as cowardice. 
And Mexico was called 
upon to cow us. 
"VVe talked as men 
would talk who cared alone for peace 
and the advancement of their own ma- 
terial interests, until 
we 
discovered 
that we were thought to be a nation 
of mere money-makers, devoid of all 
character—until indeed we were told 
that we could not walk the highways 
of the world without permission of a 
Prussian soldier, that our ships might 
not sail without wearing a 
striped 
uniform of humiliation upon a nar- 
row path of national subservience. We 
talked as men talk who hope for hon- 
est agreement, not for war, until we 
found that the treaty torn to pieces 
at Liege was but the symbol of a 
policy that made agreements worthless 
against a purpose that knew no word 
but success. 


War to Save America. 
"And so we came into this war for 
ourselves. It ie a war to save America, 
to preserve self-respect, to justify our 
right to live as we have lived, not as 
some one else wishes us to live. In 
the name of freedom we challenge 
with ships and men, money and an 
undaunted spirit, 
that 
word 
'ver- 
boten' 
which 
Germany 
has written 
upon sea and land. 
For America is 
not th« name of so much territory. It 
is a living spirit, born in travail, grown 
In the rough school of bitter exper- 
ience 
a 
living 
spirit 
which 
has 
purpose 
and 
pride 
and 
conscience 
—-knows 
why 
it 
wishes 
to 
live 
and to what end, knows how it comes 
to be respected of 
the 
world, 
and 
hopes to retain that respect by living 
on with the light of Lincoln's love of 
man as its old and new testament. 


"It is more precious that this Amer- 
ica should live than that we Ameri- 
cans should live. 
And this America, 
as we now see, has been challenged 
from the first of this war by the strong 
arm of a power that has no sympathy 
with our purpose and will not hesitate 
to destroy us If the law that we re- 
spect, the rights that are to us sacred, 
or the 
spirit 
that 
we 
have, stand 
across her .set will to make this world 
bow before her policies, 
backed by 
her organized and scientific military 
system. 
The world of Christ—a ne- 
glected, but not rejected Christ—has 
come again face to face with the world 
of Mahomet, who willed to win by 
force. 


The Case Sammarized. 
"With this : background . of history 
and in this sense, then, we fight Ger- 
many. 
' 
• "Because of Belgium, invaded, out- 
raged, 
enslaved, impoverished 
Bel- 
gium. 
We cannot forget Liege, Lou- 
vainv'knd Cardinal Mercler. 
Translat- 
ed Into terms 
of 
American history, 
these names stend for Bunker Hill, 
I>exln»toh and Patrick Henry. - 


"jitelitiM of France—invaded, dese- 


irntlUMi. ' * 
w^W®» 


France, the preserver of the arts, 
the 
land of noble spirit. 
The first land to 
follow our lead into republican lib- 
erty. 


"Because of England—from whom 
came the laws, traditions, standards 
qf liie and inherent love of liberty, 
which 
we call 
Anglo-Saxon civiliza- 
tion. 
We defeated her once upon the 
land and once upon the sea. But Aus- 
tralia, New England, Africa and Can- 
ada are free because of what we did. 
And they are with us in the fight for 
the freedom of the seas. 


"Because 
of 
Russia—new Russia. 
She must not 
be overwhelmed now. 
Not now. surely, when she is just born 
into freedom. 
Her 
peasants 
must 
have their chance; they must go to 
school to Washington, to Jefferson and 
to Lincoln, until they know their way 
about in this new. strange world, of 
government by the people's will, and 


"Because of other peoples with their 
rising hope that the world may be 
freed from government by the soldier, j 


"We are fighting Germany because 
she sought to terrorize us and then to 
fool us. 
We could not believe that 
Germany would do what she said she 
would do upon the seas. 


The Lusitania. 


"We still hear the piteous cries of 
childien coming up 
out 
of the sea, 
where the Lusitania went down. 
And 
Germany has never asked forgiveness 
of the world. 


"W'e saw the Sussex sunk, crowded 
with the sons and daughtex-s of neu- 
tral nations.

out warning. 


"We 
believed Germany's 
promise 
that she would respect the 
neutral 
flag and the rights of neutrals, and we 
held our anger and outrage in check. 
But now we see that she was holding 
us off with 
fair 
promises 
until she 
could build her huge fleet of sub- 
marines. 
For when spring came she 
blew her promise into the air, just as 
at the beginning she had torn up that 
'scrap of paper.' 
Then we saw clear- 
ly that there was but one law for Ger- 
many. her will to rule. 


"We are fighting Germany becau.se she 
violated our 
confidence. Paid 
German 
spies filled our cities. 
Officials of her 
government received as the guests of this 
nation, lived with u.s to bribe and terror- 
ize, defying our law and the law of na- 
tions. 


The Zimmerman Note. 


"We are 
fighting 
Germany 
because 
while we were yet her friends—the only 
great poAver that still held hands o f f - 
she sent the Zimmerman note, calling to 
her aid Mexico, our southern neighbor, 
and hoping to lure Japan, our western 
neighbor, into war against this nation of 
peace. 


"The nation that would do these things 
proclaims the gospel that government 
has no conscience, and this doctrine can 
not liA'e, or else democracy must die! For 
the nations of the world must keep faith. 
There can be no living for us in a world 
where the state has no conscience, no rev- 
erence for the things of the spirit, no 
respect for international law, no mercy 
for those who fall before its force. What 
an unordered world ! 
Anarchy! The an- 
archy of rival wolf packs! 


"We are fighting Germany because in 
this war feudalism is making its last 
stand against oncoming democracy. We 
see it noM\ This is a war against an old 
spirit, an ancient, outworn spirit. 
It is 
a war against feudalism—the right of the 
castle on the hill to rule the village be- 
low. 
It is a war for democracy—thé 
right of all to be their own masters. I^et 
Germany be feudal if she will! 
But she 
must not spread her system over a world 
that has outgrown it. 
Feudalism plixs 
science, thirteenth century plus twentieth 
—this is the religion of the mistaken 
Gennany that has linked itself with the 
Turk—that has, too, adopted the method 
of Mahomet, 'The state has no con- 
science,' 'The state can do no wrong.* 
With the spirit of the fanatic she be- 
lieves this gospel and that it is her duty 
to spread it by force. 


Making War on Mankind. 


"With poison gas that makes living a 
hell, with submarines that sneak through 
the seas to slyly murder non-combatants, 
with dirgibles that bombard men and 
women while they sleep, with a perfected 
system of terrorization that the modern 
world first heard of when German troops 
entered 
China—German 
feudalism 
is 
making war on maokind. 


"Let this old spirit of e%nl have its way 
and no man wi*!! live in America without 
paying toll to it, in manhood and in 
money. This spirit might demand Cana- 
da from a defeated, navyless England, 
and then our dream of peace on the north 
would be at an end. We would live, as 
France has lived for forty years, in 
haunting terror. 


"America speaks for the world in fight- 
ing Germany. 
Mark on a map those 
coimtries which are Germany's allies, and 
you will mark but four, running from the 
Baltic through Austria and Bulgaria to 
Turkey. All the other nations, the whole 
globe around, are in arms against her or 
are unable to move. There is deep mean- 
ing in this. 


"We fight with the world for an hon- 
est world, in which nations keep their 
word, for a world in which nations do not 
live by swagger or by thieat, for a world 
in which men think of the ways in which 
they can conquer the common cruelties 
of nature instead of inventing more hor- 
rible cruelties to inflict upon the spirit 
and body of man, for a world in which 
the ambition of the philosophy of a few 
shall not make miserable all mankind; 
for a world in which the man is held more 
precious than the machine, the system or 
the state." 


City Must Not Loose by 
Light Manager's Short- 
age, is Verdict. 


The city of Fort Wayne must not lose 
a penny by the misappropriating of the 
city light department fimda by John 
Wessel, Jr., city officials have definitely 
decided. 
Wessel must pay all interest 
that would have accrued from the $8,370 
if that amount had been left in the city 
funds and not made use of by the man- 
ager of the light system, it is held. 


As the sums, amounting to more than 
$8,000, were taken at different times over 
a period of two years, the exact interest 
on the money will be difficult to deter- 
mine. City officials expect to arrive at a 
conclusion as to how much money the 
funds would have earned for the city, 
from the report of the state accoimtants, 
now at work checking up the books of the 
light department. 


When the amount of interest is settled 
upon, city officers will demand that Wes- 
sel pay the sum, in addition to the short- 
age which has already been made good by 
his mother and grandfather. 


"We have said that there would be no 
prosecution if the city lost no money by 
the misappropriating of money by Wea- 
sel," said an official Tuesday.. 
"'We in- 
tend to see that Fort Wayne gets every 
penny due." 


If all the $8,370 had been taken two 
years ago the amount of interest to be 
made up would bo much more than it 
will be since Wegsel took from the funds 
at different 
times over the 
two year 
period. 


"We cannot determine the amount at 
once," said a city official. "We will try 
to find out as near as we can. We will 
then demand that all the money be paid. 
We will count the same rate of interest 
that we could have procured from the 
banks." 


"We have not 
talked with Wessel 
about the matter of interest on the mon- 
ey," said one officer. "We did not think 
of that item at first. We expect to leave 
the matter rest until the accountants 
make their report."

Indianapolis, June 5.—Coal prices 
in Indiana have advanced to a stage 
to which the state public service com- 
mission 
terms 
"outrageous," 
and 
something must be 
dene to reduce 
them, the report of the commission 
on its recent coal hearings, filed with 
Governor Goodrich today, says. 
The 
report points out that government con- 
trol of fuel has been found necessary 
in some of the European 
countries, 
but says that such radical steps in the 
United States may not be necessary. 
A suggestion is made that the gover- 
nor may find it advisable to appoint a 
state coal 
and fuel 
director whose 
duties will be similar to that of the 
food director. 


No Doubt of It. 


After preliminary remarks setting 
forth that recent hearings were held, 
and that such information gathered, 
the report says: 


"Our 
investigation 
has 
left 
no 
shadow of doubt in the mind of a 
single one of the five members of this 
commission that in this critical period 
prices for this necessity have been ad- 
vanced to a point that we cannot desig- 
nate as other than outrageous. 


"Our state wide investigation 
re- 
veals that Indiana coals have been ad- 
vanced in this state from 100 to as 
high as 400 per cent during the last 
half year. 
The domestic consumers, 
a large army of whom are on low 
wage or salary that has not materially 
advanced, and a considerable number 
of 
whom can 
only buy in 
small 
amounts or even 100 pound deliveries, 
as p 
led, are having to pay double 
or i:. 
o than double the prices ordi- 
narily charged for this vital necessity. 


Piiss It on to Consumer. 


"Manufacturers generally can pass 
the advanced cost of operation along 
to the consumer. 
Public utilities, al- 
leging that the cost of coal is deplet- 
ing their treasuries, are already de- 
manding that the exorbitant prices for 
coal be passed along to the consumer 
in higer rates for service. 
Such de- 
majids filed with this commission have 
been held back pending the investi- 
gation we have made and pending such 
measures of relief as will be hereafter 
taken by the state government, by the 
commission, and by the carriers to re- 
lieve the situation. 


"The situation, already serious, will 
become much worse unless the present 
coal control methods are changed. The 
testimony, both in direct admissions 
and by its universal trend, reveals that 
an unchecked 'law of supply and de- 
mand' is the only one now known in 
the coal supply in this state and that 
it is being administered with concert- 
ed action on the basis of 'charging all 
^the traffic will bear.' 
The operations 
of this law is, in 
war 
times such as 
this, always in the hands of the few 
who control the supply at the mines 
and its local distribution. 
Its oper- 
ation has become especially vicious 
and inimical and dangerous to public 
welfare under such conditions as the 
war has produced in Indiana. 


Why Mines Were Closed. 


"The state-wide 
investigation de- 
veloped beyond all controversy 
that 
against the assertion that the mines 
were being kept closed down most or 
part of the time because of lack of 
coal cars in which to load and move 
the coal, the fact that coal was al- 
ways to be had, and on quick delivery, 
if the prices demanded were paid." 


The report points out that operators 
admitted the average cost of mining 
Indiana coal was $1.48 a ton and that 
railroads 
had 
conti-acted 
for what 
they desired at 
the 
mines at prices 
from $1.90 to $2.10 a ton, the roads 
agreeing to furnish cai-s for full work- 
ing 
time 
at 
the 
mines. 
Operators 
would not say what they believed a 
fair profit above the cost of mining 
per ton, but the report says from other 
sources it has been learned mine own- 
ers have said from $15 to 25 cents a 
ton was reasonable profit above ex- 
penses. 


Control of Anthracite Pricos. 
Speaking of the consumption of an- 
thracite and coal from other states 
which is used extensively in parts of 
Indiana, the commission said the evi- 
dence showed a very close understand- 
ing between the operators and great 
Jobbers operating in the open market 
and rconslgning coal. On the question 
of coal cars the report says evidence 
showed that coal cars had been deliv- 
ered to the movement of other traffic, 
but as the commission had 
control 
over railroads, steps had been taken 
to remedy that condition and in a re- 
cent 
conference 
railroad 
managers 
voluntarily agreed to 
expedite 
coai 
shipments, and reports of inspectors 
showed they had done so. 
The com- 
mission points out that it has no way 
of controlling the coal price.s, but says 
it was ahown at the conference of 
coal operators and partly agreed to 
by some of them, that a maximum 
price should 
be established on 
the 
various grades of' Indiana coal for In- 
diana consumers."

ing of Boitet, his wife and a crippled 
son, were horribly murdered and then 
the murderer in order to conceal hia 
crime, burned the house. 


"Dick" Webster was made foreman 
of the coroner's jury. 
He acted sus- 
piciously and later was arrested on 
the charge of murder. 
He was sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment at Michi-< 
gan City, but was pardoned after serv-^ 
ing twenty-six years. 


Many residents of Allen county re-' 
member the crime, but were of the 
opinion that Webster was dead.

The dis- 
bursements would be made at the direc- 
tion of the war department.

After tomorrow there will be no 
Germans without naturaliaztion 
pa- 
pers or permits from United 
States 
Marshal Mark Storen working in any 
of the big ehops of Fort Wayne. 
Miss 
Carrie 
Ferguson, 
acting 
as 
Mr. 
Storen's deputy, granted 
the forty- 
five or fifty aliens at the General Elec- 
tric works who had complied with the 
rules governing the application 
for 
naturalization papers permits to work 
•until their applications 
were acted 
upon at Indianapolis. 
This morning 
ehe performed a 
similar work for 
twenty-flve men at the factory of S. 
F. Bowser & Co. and this afternoon 
Miss Ferguson began granting permits 
to fifty employes at the Pennsylvania 
•hops, which work she will probably 
not complete until tomorrow. 
To ex- 
pedite matters. Master Mechanic E. E. 
-Griest issued a bulletin to all German 
aliens Informing them that they must 
comply with the law if they retain 
their positions 
with the 
company. 
These bulletins were addressed to the 
individual aliens and one was also sent 
to the foreman of the department in 
"Which he worked, instructing him to 
read and explain the circular to all 
who could not read English and to 
insist on them responding promptly to 
the requirements. 
No objections to 
the order are expected from any quar- 
ter. 
Investigation into 
the "enemy 
nlien" question has brought out some 
very 
interesting situations. 
Several 
men who have been on the Pennsyl- 
vania pay rolls many years and en- 
joying all the privileges of citizenship 
¡'.re not citizens, according to the in- 
1 orpretatlons put upon the law. 
One 
man in particular, born in Germany 
riMl coming to this country when a

old with his parents, had to take 
f )t naturalization papers. 
His father 
t )ok out his first papers nearly sixty 
.\<.'ars ago, served in the war of the 
rebellion and later 
enjoyed all the 
privileges of a full-fledged citizen, in- 
L-luding the holding of office. He died 
long ago. but his son is now complet- 
ng the work that he should have at- 
ended to. but didn't because of not 
niderstanding the law.

"Information,*; the publication issued 
by the Pennsylvania for the benefit of 
its employes, states that the manage- 
ment of the company has decided to 
employ as many women as possible.

To release men from work

Stenography, typewriting and practi- 
cally all other kinds of clerical work 
will be open to women at once east of 
Pittsburg and the same conditions will 
soon prevail west.

of machine shop work, telegraphy, tel- 
ephony. signaling, train

Pennsylvania Suggests Way 
to Increase Equipment by 
120,000 Cars. 


How car space' 
is 
wasted by thé 
practice of shipping commodities in 
single trade units is graphically shown 
in a car utility bulletin just issued by 
the tran.sportation department of the 
Pennsylvania railroad. 
Copies of the 
bulletin 
will 
be 
distributed 
to 
all 
freight and station agents, with in- 
structions to place them in the hands 
of shippers, »consignees, brokers, buy- 
ers. boards of trade, chambers of com- 
merce and merchants' associations, lo- 
cated within their Jurisdictions and 
urge co-operation In making more ef- 
ficient use of the carrying capacity of 
freight cars. 


The bulletin Is illustrated 
with 
a 
series of seven diagrams showing the 
customary ways 
in 
which tomatoes, 
fertilizer, sugar in bags, sugar in bar- 
rels, salt in bags, 
oil 
in barrels and 
cotton in bales are shipped. 
In the 
case of each of these commodities, the 
commercial unit in which shipments 
are ordinarily made fills half, or less 
than half of the carrying capacity of a 
box car. 
The diagrams show 
how 
practically the entire capacity of the 
car can be utilized. 


To remedy this condition, the bul- 
letin suggests that buyers, where pos- 
sible, increase orders to carload lots 
or club together with other buyers. 
Shippers are urged to encourage larg- 
er trade units and solicit buyers to in- 
crease or combine their orders, so as to 
fill the car. 
"When this is not possi- 
ble," says 
the 
bulletin, 
"then you 
should 
combine carload 
shipments 
which are destined to the same point, 
and when you have shipments that are 
going In the same general direction, 
they should also be combined in order 
to make full use of car space." 


If the wasted space in the freight 
cars on the Pennsylvania railroad sys- 
tem were utilized, the result would be 
equivalent to placing more than 120,- 
000 additional cars at the service of 
the country.

BRITISH COLUMBIA THATTHEMEN MAY BE RELEASED FOR FIGHTING 


Vital Need for Feminine 
Help in Fields and Or- 
chards—Entry of United 
States Into Struggle Made 
Food Question Serious in 
Canada. 


[Staff Special.] 
Vancouver, B. C., June 5.- -Canad- 


ian women and boy scouts a r e today 
replacing men in field labor through- 
out Bi'itish Columbia and putting an- 
other splendid chapter into the story 
of the unflinching patriotism. 


Such labor has only recently be- 
come imperative. 


One factor was the entry of the 
United States into t h e war, and the 
activity shown there on the food ques- 
tion. A shortage of f a r m hands in the 
United States would necessarily lessen 
the available imports to Canada and 
her allied nations. 
This would in turn 
means a greater reliance upon her own 
resources. 


Another 
reason—though it is not 
officially admitted, or even openly dis- 
cussed—is the fear that Chinese and 
other coolies will be imported as farm 
hands. 


Disquieting 
rumors to that 
effect 
have been in circulation lately, and 
British Columbia labor forces, as well 
as other citizens, strongly oppose such 
a possible plan.

were immediately 
raised 
following the war declaration, almost 
nothing of that sort had even 
been 
discussed here until a month ago. 


The awakening came suddenly, and 
Canada is now buckling down to these 
tasks with every energy. 


The 
backyard 
garden 
movement 
which has gained such amazing im- 
petus 
throughout the United 
States 
is only a fev/ weeks old in this pro- 
vince, although Canada has been in a 


war state thi-ee years. 


But it has become exceedingly pop- 
ular. 
The city of Vancouver helps to 
pay the plowing costs for the poor. 
The boy scouts are in it for all they 
are worth, and are proving excellent 
producers. 


Scores of women are daily rallying 
to the call for harvest and fruit crop 
helpers—valiantly and enthusiastically 
doing their bit.

One-fifth of the 
negroes have asked exemption. 


No Show of Dlixntler. 


At no time during the day nan there 


been the slightest sign of disorder. No 
plans for "draft riots" have yet been 
disclosed. In Fort Yayne. Police, who 
were told to patrol with special vlgll- 
ence the region of the registration cen- 
ters, report that all has been enthus- 
iasm and apparent national loyalty as 
the young men entered the drafting 
quarters and returned to the streets 
»fter signing their cards. 


The spirit of Fort Wayne young men 


was that of registering early. There 
was a rush upon the polls at 7 o'clock, 
the opening hour. Registration clerks 
could not take qare of the young men 
promptly, so great was the jamb.

Many Cards Filed. 


More than 1,200 Fort Wayne men, 


already had registered in other cities 
and their cards received and pre- 
pared for distribution to the various 
precincts, Tuesday morning. At least 
that number of non-residents, mostly 
men who work here and claim resi- 
dence elsewhere, had registered with 
the city clerk on Monday evening. 


City Attorney Busy. 


City Attorney Guy Colerick was a

One of the 
enemy destroyers, the S-20, was sunk 
by our gunfire and another severely 
damaged.

NO PEACE EXCEPT 


ON REPARATIONS 


French Basis of Peace De- 


fined for Russia and All 


Democracies. 


Paris. Juno 5.—(1:50 a. m.)—By a 


vote of 453 to BB, the chamber of dep- 
uties In secret session has adopted a 
resolution declaring that peace condi- 
tions must Include the liberation of 
territories occupied by Germany, the 
return of Alsace-Lorraine to France 
and, just reparation for damage done 
In the invaded regions. The resolution 
which was accepted by the government, 
also favors the creation of a league of 
nations for the maintenance of peace. 
The secret session, which was ad- 
journed from Saturday continued all 
yesterday afternoon and evening until 
midnight. 


Resolutions Arc Read. 


When the doors were thrown open 


to the public shortly after midnight, 
President Paul Deschanel read four 
resolutions which had been submitted. 
One was drawn by Deputies Klotz, 
Charles and Dumont, representing the 
opinion of the majority group, the 
other three were presented by differ- 
ent sections of the socialists. The first 
resolution which was accepted by the 
government reads: 


"The chamber of deputies, the direct 


expression of the sovereignty of the 
French people, salutes the Russian and 
other allied democracies and endorses 
the unanimous protest which the rep- 
resentatives of -Alsace-Lorraine, torn 
from France against their will, haye 
made to the national assembly. It de- 
clares that it expects from the war 
imposed upon Europe by the aggres- 
sion of imperialist Germany, the re- 
turn of Alsace-Lorraine to the mother 
country, together with liberation of 
invaded territories and Just reparation 
for damage. 


For League of Nations. 


"Far removed from all thoughts of 


conquest and enslavement it expects 
that the efforts of the armies of the 
republic and her allies will secure, 
once Prussian militarism is destroyed,

PUT TO THE TORCH 


Federalized Militia Called to 


Put Down Revolt Use 


the Bayonet. 


.Toilet. 111., June B.—Serious rioting 


among convicts at the state prison here 
broko out this morning. Five build- 
ings were set on fire. Companies E 
and F, of the First Illinois infantry, 
now in federal service and encamped 
near here, were called to assist the 
guards in quelling the disturbance. 
The penitentiary Is on tho outskirts of 
the city. Three fire companies which 
responded to the alarm met opposition 
from the convicts, who used bricks and 
tools stolen from tho implement house 
as weapons. There were some knives 
among them also. 


Big Mob in Revolt. 


The buildings fired were the rattan 


and chair factories, which are of con- 
siderable size, the chapel, oil house 
and lumber shop, which are small 
structures in the big enclosure. There 
are about 1,200 convicts and the sit- 
uation soon got beyond the control of 
the fifty guards. 


A. L. Bowen, temporary warden, 


telegraphed to Gov. Lowden for mili- 
tary assistance. For some time there 
have been reports of lax discipline at 
the prison and conditions were the 
subject of a recent investigation by a 
legislative committee. 
Warden Zim- 


mer resigned some time ago voluntar- 
ily to accept another position in Chi- 
cago. His successor has not been ap- 
pointed and Mr. Bowen has been act- 
ing temporarily. 


Angered by Order. 


Yesterday, In the interests of disci- 


pline, he instructed that hereafter no 
visitors except relatives would be ad- 
mitted to the grounds.

Washington, Jtine 5.—Registration proceeded generally without 


disturbance throughout the country and the few arrests reported were 
struued by officials not as evidence of any effective organized re- 
sistance, but rather as sporadic affairs to be expected in an undertak- 
ing of such magnitude and importance. 


"Weather generally fair and in- 


coming reports indicated a healthy 
registration 
during 
the early 


hours and continuing as the day 
passed on. The extent of evasion 
•will not be known until complete 
returns are assembled, but offi- 
cials are confident it will be neg- 
ligible. 


At noon the registration was pro- 


ceeding nil over tho country without 
reports pf disturbances or untoward In- 
cidents of uny kind. 


No disturbance had been reported In 


tho hill counties of the south, where 
organized resistance had been threat- 
ened nor in the large cities, where or- 
ganized propaganda had been active. 
There was nothing at that hour, how- 
ever, to show whether the registration 
was being evaded to any extent, but 
officials were confident tho returns 
would show evasion Is negligible. 


Bl£ Army In tlio Work. 


Department of justice officials said 


today that at a low estimate, an army 
of 100,000 federal, state and local em- 
ployes nrc enforcing the registration 
law throughout the country. The en- 
tire corps of special agents of the de- 
partment arc concentrating their en- 
ergies on the work and have special 
instructions to immediately arrest any 
one attempting to interfere with regis- 
tration or seeking to persuade others 
to evnde registration. 
Offenders, un- 


der these instructions, will be taken 
promptly before federal commission- 
ers or other officials for hearing. The 
government 
has 
instructed 
thons 


agents to call in the assistance, if nec- 
essary, of any federal, state or local 
authorities wherever trouble may de- 
velop, and the entire government ma- 
chinery is at their disposal for en- 
forcement of the law. 


Local Agencies Assist. 


Besides the special agents, police de- 


partments of all the cities, the Ameri- 
can Protective league, with organiza- 
tions in 300 cities, all postmasters and 
a host of other government employes 
watched the situation closely. In 
some states national guardsmen were 
in readiness for calling out in event of 
trouble. 
Attorney General Gregory 


reiterated today that any trouble 
would be of a sporadic or local nature 
and that any resort to force upon the 
part of those opposed to registration 
was very unlikely. 


THE DAY IN CHICAGO. 


Chicago, June 5.—Baaing his calcu- 


lation on the first meagre reports from 
a few scattered precincts out of more 
than 2,000 in the city of Chicago, City 
Clerk Egan estimated that, half the 
conscription registrations would be on 
the books by noon. He predicted the 
total number would be about 230,000. 
Out of 180 names first registering in 
ten scattered precincts 92 claimed ex- 
emption, mostly on grounds of de- 
pendents. The city was quiet early 
despite its great foreign population. 
The first opposition was reported from 
47th street in a store across from a 
polling place. This store, according to 
complaint received by Mr. Egan, dis- 
played a placard reading "Do not reg- 
ister claim exemption."

let. Not until then will any man know 
whether he has been drawn for tho 
first increment of 060.000 men who 
probably will be called to the colors, 
for training early in September be- 
fore they go to 
tho battlefields of 


northern Franco or the trenches of 
outraged Belgium. 


After the men havo been drafted, 


the question of exemptions will come 
up to bo decided by fair and Impartial 
boards. They will determine whether 
physical or mental defects debar a man 
from service .or whether the depend- 
ents of others upon him, or the coun- 
try's need of him In civil life make It 
necessary to exempt him from son-Ice 
at tho front. In the meantime, today's 
duty Is registration. Tho long arm of 
tho federal law Is reaching out to selzo 
those who seek to cvado this first duty 
to which all have been called and those 
who by counsel or influence seek to 
prevail upon others to shirk it. 


Concentration on Work.

time being, has put aside all other 
work; tho great machinery of tho fed- 
eral government has been concen- 
trated today upon enforcement of tho 
law. 
Citizens have been called upon 


as Individuals and vigilance commit- 
tees to report any violations of tho 
law; and while tho machinery of tho 
free national elections Is being utilized 
to accomplish tho registration, tho en- 
tiro fabric of tho civil government Is 
being employed to see that It Is done.

The war department has instructed 


precinct and county officials not to 
transmit any incomplete returns to the 
governor of their states. It will there- 
fore be 9 o'clock tonight before the 
first precinct returns in the eastern 
states Is complete, and it will be mid- 
night. Washington time, before the 
precincts are 
closed on the Pacific 


slope. 
Then more time must elapse 


while these returns are being trans- 
mitted to tho state capitals. The gov- 
ernors have been Instructed not to 
transmit any partial returns of their 
states to Washington but to hold all 
returns for a complete report. That 
will entail another delay. The com- 
plete returns from any county will bo 
available for local public knowledge, 
the complete returns for a state will 
be available for public knowledge first 
at a state capital and then in Wash- 
ington. 
For this reason that partial 


returns will bo misleading, and possi- 
bly do grave Injustice to some patriot- 
ic community, wnr department 
offi- 


cials havo appealed to all newspapers 
to publish nothing but complete re- 
turns for comparison with tho official 
estimate of what tho registration for 
fflvcn localities should be. 


Each Man Responsible. 


As tho day passes, all employer!" of 


labor nro expected to make provision 
for men to register if their hours are 
such that they could not do so in any 
other way. 
Each Individual Is re- 


sponsible for his registration, no mat- 
ter what Its personal Inconvenience or 
cost. Any Interference with his regis- 
tration will be punished by law. 
No 


man of tho registration may leave tho 
United States before nine o'clock to- 
night. 


When the registration precincts close 


tonight, officials believe practically 
every man will have done his duty, and 
that It will be shown that tho antl- 
rcglstratlon propaganda which has ap- 
peared during the last few days—dan- 
gerous though It may be—It not so 
widespread as may havo been supposed 
and that it has had a comparatively In- 
significant effect upon the American 
people when compared to tho magni- 
tude of the duty it has sought to at- 
tack. 


It is pointed out that peace time elec- 


tions are not without disorders hero 
and there. It would not be strange If 
the registration of ten million men for 
army duty in a nation composed of the 
blood of all other nations should bo ac- 
companied by some demonstrations of 
disapproval. All officials are confident, 
however that these will bo sporadic and 
not representative and of no wide- 
spread importance.

TO SAVE AMERICA 


FOR DEMOCRACY 


Powerful Presentation of the 


Case Against German 


Government. 


Washington, June 5.—(2,000)—On 


the eve of war registration day. Sec- 
retary Lane made a speech before the 
Home club of the interior depart- 
ment last night in -which he address- 
ed a word to those who have not seen 
clearly the reason for the country's 
call upon its young men, and in ring- 
ing sentences answered the question, 
"Why are we Sighting Germany?" 


America is at war, Mr. Lane said. 


In self-defense and because she could 
not keep out; she is at war to save 
herself with the rest of the world 
from the nation that has linked itself 
with the Turk and adopted the method 
of Mahomet, setting itself to make the 
world bow before policies backed by 
its organized and scientific military 
system. 


"Tomorrow 


France, the preserver of the arts, the 
land of noble spirit. The first land to 
follow our lead into republican lib- 
erty. 


"Because of England—from whom 


came the laws, traditions, standards 
of life and inherent love of liberty, 
which we call Anglo-Saxon civiliza- 
tion. We defeated her once upon the 
land and once upon the sea. But Aus- 
tralia, N.ew England, Africa and Can- 
ada are free because of what we did. 
And they are with us in the fight for 
the freedom of the seas. 


"Because of Russia—new Russia. 


She must not be overwhelmed now. 
Not now, surely, when she is just born 
into freedom. 
Her peasants must 


have their chance: they must go to 
school to Washington, to Jefferson and 
to Lincoln, until they know their way 
about, in this new, strange world, of 
government by the people's will, and 


"Because of other peoples with their 


rising hope that the world may be 
freed from government by the soldier. 


"We are fighting Germany because 


she sought to terrorize us and then to 
fool us. 
We could not believe that 


Germany would do what she said she 
would do upon the seas.

"Then why are we in? Because wo 


could not keep out. The invasion of 
Belgium, which opened the war, led 
to the Invasion of the United States 
by slow, steady, logical stops. 
Our 


sympathies evolved Into <i conviction 
of self-interest. Our love of fair play 
ripened Into alarm at our own peril. 


"We talked in' trie language and In 


the spirit of good faith and sincerity, 
as honest men should talk, until we 
discovered that our talk was construed 
as cowardice. And Mexico was called 
upon to cow UH. We talked as men 
would talk who cared alone for peace 
and the advancement of their own ma- 
terial Interests, until we discovered 
that we were thought to bo a nation 
of mere money-makers, devoid of all 
character—until indeed we were told 
that we could not walk the highways 
of the world without permission of a 
Prussian soldier, that our ships might 
not sail without wearing a striped 
uniform of humiliation upon a nar- 
row path of national subservience. We 
talked as men talk who hope for hon- 
est agreement, not for war, until we 
found that the treaty torn to pieces 
at Liege was but the symbol of a 
policy that made agreements worthless 
against a purpose that knew no word 
but success. 
War to Save America. 


"And so we came into this war for 


ourselves. It is a war to save America, 
to preserve self-respect, to Justify our 
right to live as we have lived, not as 
some one else wishes us to live. In 
the name of freedom we challenge 
with ships and men, money and an 
undaunted spirit, 
that

'ver- 


boten' which Germany has written 
upon sea and land. For America 
not the name of so much territory. H 
Is a living spirit, born in travail, grown

ON FUNDS REMOVED 


City Must Not Loose by 


Light Manager's Short- 


age, is Verdict. 


The city of Fort Wayne must not lose 


a penny by the misappropriating of the 
city light department funds by John 
Wessel, Jr., city officials have definitely 
decided. Wessel must pay all interest 
that would have accrued from the S8,370 
if that amount had been left in the city 
funds and not made use of by the man- 
ager of the light system, it is held. 


As the sums, amounting to more than 


$8,000, were taken at different times over 
a period of two years, the exact interest 
on the money will be difficult to deter- 
mine- City officials expect to arrive at a 
conclusion as to how much money the 
funds would have earned for the city, 
from the report of the state accountants, 
now at work checking up the books of tho 
light department. 


Whpn the amount of interest is settled 


upon, city officers will demand that Wcs- 
scl pay the sum. in addition to the short- 
age which has already been made good by 
his mother and grandfather. 


"We have said that there would be no 


prosecution if the city lost no money by 
the misappropriating of money by Wes- 
sel," said an official Tuesday.. "We in- 
tend to see that Fort Wayne gets every 
penny due." 


If all the $8,370 had been taken two 


years ago the amount of interest to be 
made up would b« much more than it 
will be since Wessel took from tho funds 
at different

Public utilities, al- 
leging that the cost of coal Is deplet- 
ing their treasuries, aro already de- 
manding that tho exorbitant prices for 
coal bo passed along to tho consumer 
n hlKor rates for service. Such do-

akon by tho scute government, by tlie 
ommisslon, and by tho carriers to re- 
:eve tho situation. 


"The situation, already serious, will 


jocomo much worse unless the present 
oal control methods aro changed. Tho 
ostlmony, both in direct admissions 
.nd by its universal trend, reveals that 
_n unchecked 'law ot supply and de- 
mand' is the only one now known in 
ho coal supply In this state and that 
t is being administered with concert- 
ed action on the basis of 'charging all 
.ho traffic will bear.' The operations 
if this law is. in war times such as 
,1118, always in the hands of the fcv\r 
who control the supply lit tho mines 
.nd its local distribution. Its oper- 
ation has become especially vicious 
and Inimical and dangerous to public 
welfare under such conditions as the 
war has produced in Indiana. 


.Why Mines Were Closed 


"The state-wide

ways to be had, and on quick delivery, 
if the prices demanded were paid." 


The report points out that operator; 


admitted the average cost of mining 
Indiana coal was $1.48 a ton and thai 
railroads had contracted 
for what 


they desired -it the mines at prices 
from $1.90 to $2.10 a ton, the roads 
agreeing to furnish cars for full work- 
ing time at tho mines. Operators 
would not say what they believed a 
fair profit above the cost of mining 
per ton, but the report says from other 
sources it has been learned mine own- 
ers have said from $15 to 25 cents a 
ton was reasonable profit above ex- 
penses. 
Control of Anthracite Prices. 


Speaking of the consumption of an 


thracite and coal from other states 
which is used extensively in parts o 
Indiana, the commission said the evi 
dence showed a very close understand 
ing between the operators and great 
Jobbers operating in the open market 
and rconsigning coal. On the question 
of coal cars the report says evidence 
showed that coal cars had been deliv- 
ered to the movement of other traffic, 
but as tho commission had control 
over railroads, steps had been taken 
to remedy that condition and in a re- 
cent 
conference railroad managers 


voluntarily agreed to expedite coal 
shipments, and reports of Inspectors 
showed they had done so. The com- 
mission points out that it has no way 
of controlling the coal prices, but says 
"it was shown at the conference of 
coal operators a,nd partly agreed to 
by some of them, that a maximum 
price should be established on the 
various grades of Indiana-coal for In- 
diana consumers."

Cincinnati, O., June 5.—Capt. T. L. Hus- 


ton, one of* the owners of the New York 
Americans, now -In this city to recruit 
several companies of engineers for Im- 
mediate sen-Ice in France, paid his re- 
spects to city officials of Boston and Phil- 
adelphia by sending them telegrams which, 
rend: 


"Soldier die on Sunday. They suffer In 


hospitals on Sumjay. 


"They fight battles on Sunday." 
The captain was prompted to the action 


after reading that Boston and Philadelphia 
authorities 
had expressed 
themselves 


against permitting several eames of Base- 
ball on Sunday by the 
National 
and 


American league clubs. 
The proceeds 


wer etc be used for the regimental funds 
of the engineers and for the relief of their 
families. The plan originated with Hus- 
ton. He said: 
x 


"The opposition in Boston and Philadel- 


phia against playing: championship base- 
ball games on Sunday for the benefit of 
the engineer troops Boon to be Bent to 
France is inexplicable. The money de- 
rived from the proposed games would be 
devoted to the comforts of the soldiers at 
the front, to the alleviation of the sick and 
wounded In th chospitals, to aiding fhose 
permanently crippled and to the relief of 
the dependents left at home. The dis- 
bursements would be made at the direc- 
tion of the war department. 


"In war, battles are fought on Sundays, 


marches are made, men are killed, wound- 
ed and maimed on the battlefield, the sick 
suffer and die in the hospitals, and not- 
withstanding its spiritual consolation, the 
day brings no physical relief to the suf- 
ferers, no rest to those In action and no 
mercy to the prisoners of war. 


"It was proposed to play these benefit 


games on Sunday In the east, frankly be- 
cause they would entail the least hardship 
on basebaZI, which Is Having a struggle at 
tho best, and also because thoy would 
brine about the greatest results for the 
object In view."

To ex- 
pedite matters. Master Mechanic E. E. 
Driest Issued a bulletin to all German 
aliens informing them that they must 
comply with the law if they retain 
their positions with the 
company. 


These bulletins were addressed to the 
Individual aliens and one was also sent 
to the foreman of the department In 
•which h« worked, instructing him to 
read and explain the circular to all 
•who could not read English and to 
Insist "on them responding promptly to 
the requirements. 
No objections to 


the order are expected from any quar- 
ter. 
Investigation Into the "enemy 


alien" question has brought out some 
very interesting situations.

MACHINISTS OX A STRIKE. 


Cnwrite of 250 Men Q<tlt Work at 


I ho Watash'8 Dccatur Shops. 


The machinists and helpers who 


went on strike at the Decatur shops 
of the Wabash. were still out today, 
though it was believed a settlement 
will be effected and they report for 
work In a day or two. Wabnsh machin- 
ists and helpers at .ill the shops have 
been seeking an Increase of wages over 
•into the expiration ot the agreement 
In force lost year and which expired 
May 12. They also demanded an 
eight-hour working day. 
The com- 


pany offered an Increase of 3 per cent 
but rejected the eight-hour day fea- 
ture. When this proposition was laid 
before the men In the Decatur shops 
last Friday the machinists and the 
helpers Immediately laid down their 
tools and left tho works. 
All the 


committecmcn from the shops of the 
entire system were called to Dccatur 
and St. Louis Saturday to discuss the 
matter and they are still there. The 
result of tho controversy will probably 
be known In a. day or two. The black- 
smiths, the pipefitters and the boiler- 
makers are also in the Increase wage 
movement, but only the machinists 
and their helpers are striking. 


Clerical Work Will Engage Greatest 


Number. 


•Information." the publication issued 


by the Pennsylvania for the benefit ot 
its employes, states that the manage- 
ment of the company has decklod to 
employ as many women as possible. 
The object, the "Information" says, is 
two-fold: To release men from work 
that can be performed by women and 
thus Increase the number of male em- 
ployes available for those forms of 
railroad service for which women are 
not so well adapted, and to prepare for 
the probability that selective conscrip- 
tion will ultimately result in a consid- 
erable depletion of the forces of male 
employes not actually engaged in the 
physical operation 
of the 
railroad. 


Stenography, typewriting anrt practi- 
cally all other kinds of clerical work 
will be open to women at once east of 
Plttsburg and the same conditions will 
soon prevail west. The investigations 
will also be directed to ascertaining 
whether or not girls and women may 
be advantageously employed In other 
positions, including the lighter forms 
of machine shop xvork, telegraphy, tel- 
ephony, signaling, train dispatching, 
ticket selling and car cleaning.

EVERY WEED AN ENEMY. 


By B. P. STONECIFER. 


Every weed is an enemy of the "Sol- 


diers of the Commissary" who are 
making gardens. 


Every weed that gains a foothold in 


the garden forages on plant food and 
water that should be available to build 
up food plants. 


Some vegetables are stunted by 


weeds stealing their sustenance, while 
others are shaded and crowded out. 


If allowed to grow, weeds will rob 


the growing crops of available plant 
food and the longer they are left un- 
disturbed the more harm they will do. 


If you have not begun to wage war 


j on these pests, you had better start 


right now. Of course, there will be 
combats off and on all season, but 
these first duels will enable the small 
seedlings to get a good start. 


The common hoe and the -wheel hoe 


will be the main implements of war- 
fare, while the hand weeder should 
also be used to advantage. 
However, 


there are many small weeds found 
close to the plant that will need the 
hand-to-hand struggle. 


Try to cultivate and weed in the 


morning or on bright sunny days, for 
then the weeds only partly severed 
will be withered by the sun's rays. If 
done on cloudy days many of the more 
persistent weeds will send out roots 
and re-establish themselves. 


Pennsylvania Suggests Way 


to Increase Equipment by 


120,000 Cars. 


How car space 
is wasted by the 


practice of shipping commodities in 
single trade units is graphically shown 
in a car utility bulletin just issued by 
the transportation department of the 
Pennsylvania railroad. Copies of the 
bulletin will be distributed to all 
freight and station agents, with in- 
structions to place them in the hands 
ot shippers, consignees, brokers, buy- 
ers, boards of trade, chambers of com- 
merce and merchants' associations, lo- 
cated within their Jurisdictions and 
urge co-operation in making more ef- 
ficient use of the carrying capacity of 
freight cars. 


The bulletin Is illustrated with a 


series of seven diagrams showing the 
customary ways In which tomntoes, 
fertilizer, sugar in bags, sugar in bar- 
rels, salt in bags, oil in barrels and 
cotton in bales are shipped. 
In the 


case of each of these commodities, the 
commercial unit in which shipments 
are ordinarily made nils half, or less 
than half of the carrying capacity of a 
box car. 
The diagrams show how 


practically the entire capacity of the 
car can be utilized. 


To remedy this condition, the bul- 


letin suggests that buyers, where pos- 
sible, increase orders to carload lots 
or club together with other buyers. 
Shippers are urged to encourage larg- 
er trade units and solicit buyers to in- 
crease or combine their orders, so ss to 
fill the car. 
"When this Is not possi- 


ble." says the 
bulletin, 
"then you 


should 
combine carload 
shipments 


which are destined to tho same point, 
and when you have shipments that arc 
going in the same general direction, 
they should also be combined in order 
to make full use of car space." 


If the wasted space In tho freight 


cars on the Pennsylvania railroad sys- 
tem wore utilized, tho result would be 
equivalent to placing more tlian 120.- 
000 additional cars at tho service of 
the country.

The daily storming of the office of 


Federal Commissioner T. J. Logan, on 
the second floor of the postoffice build- 
ing, by those who make inquiries about 
the provisions of the new alien law, 
has caused the commissioner to make 
public the following announcement, 
prepared 
by United States Marshal 


Mark Storen, of Indianapolis. These 
instructions should be studied and fol- 
lowed out by those who know them- 
selves to be affected cy the new pro- 
hibitory law: 


"Citizens of Germany ONLY are 


considered alien enemies. Subjects of 
Austria, Turkey and other countries 
are NOT considered as alien enemies, 
since war has been declared ONLY on 
Germany. 


"In regard to citizenship, natural- 


ized foreigners and'all children under 
twenty-one years of age become citi- 
zens with the naturalization of the
